The Neighbor to Neighbor (N2N) approach 
involves more than traditional grantmaking. 
N2N works with grassroots partners, 
supporting local leadership to create positive 
community change. N2N provides technical 
assistance, promotes learning, and advocates 
for needed systems and policy changes to 


achieve greater equity in the region. 


Grants of up to $5,000 are awarded to smaller 
community-based organizations in South 
Seattle, White Center and Kent with limited 


access to other sources of funding. 
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N2N funds organizations that work to achieve 
the following results: 


- Increased capacity to engage and 
mobilize community 


e Stronger connections, networks and 
relationships within and/or among 
communities 


e Greater community influence on 
practices, programs, systems and 
policies that lead to racial and 
economic equity 


e Increased resources for N2N grantees
